The Duke of Bedford has been giving his ten- 
ants a practical illustration of how taxation hits 
the wage-earner indirectly. He says that to give 
employment to two hundred men for a year at 
going rates of pay he would require an income of 
forty thousand pounds. Of that sum the Govern 
ment would take twenty-four thousand pounds | 
and his employees would get fifteen thousand 
That is surely a graphical demonstration of what 
taxation means in Great Britain, and of what it is 
doing to eat up working capital and prevent em- 
ployment. Things in Canada have not come to 
the same pass, but they are heading that way. It | 
is no less true here than across the sea that a 
dollar taken as tares is a dollar with-drawn from | 
productive industry. And while the Federal Goy- 
crnment is making some effort to retrench, the | 
Provincial Governments are over-spending their 
revenues and piling on new taxes as cheerfully as | 


they did in war days. 
THREE OF A KIND. 


Manitoba's deficit for the last year amounts | 
to $1,846,000. For the coming year the Provin-| 
cial Treasurer estimates that the shortage will be 
$1,151,000. The present Government is, of course, | 
not responsible for the budget of last year but it 
is the architect of the spending program for the 
coming twelve-month. Premier Bracken evidently 
does not expect his investigating comission to get | 
in its report in time to show where any economiz- 
ing can be done this year. Meantime he is not 
anticipating matters by doing any slashing of ex- 
penditure on his own account. Instead, he pro- | 
poses to bill the taxpayers for two millions more 
than they paid last year, and the Legislature will 
be asked to create the statutory instruments of 
torture for making them comply with the demand. 
Despite its promise to see what can be done toward 
cutting down the Provincial outlay—some time— 
the Bracken Government seems to be starting off 
in a way to maintain the profligate traditions set 
up by the U. F. Governments in Ontario and in 


Alberta. 


WHY FRANCE IS THERE. 

Mr. Lloyd George thinks the French Govern- 
ment is committed to a policy of ‘‘irretrievable 
Gisaster,’’ and that Britain and the United States 
should do something to extricate their ally from 
the predicament into which it has floundered. 
That inay be the case, but it would sound more 
convincing if it came from some other quarter, 
There was probably no man in Great Britain who 
could have held the factions together in war days 
and put energy into the national effort as the 
little Welshman did. It has to be shown that he 
is as clever at guaging the results of foreign policy 
as he is at coining phrases to catch the ear of the 
British voter.

The account was not made up by the 
simple process of adding up all the ascertained 
damages Germany had inflicted upon its neigh- 
bors and taking it for granted that Germany could 
foot the bill. The delegates at Versailles were 
hedged about by financial experts, industrial ex 
perts, economic experts, and experts of innumer- 
able other species, drawn from every continent 


jand from every country which had helped to stop 
| Wilhelm's mad career. 


It is to be supposed that 
their advice was acted upon, and that the amount 
demanded from Berlin represents what they 
agreed that Germany could pay. 

The peace conference ended, the reparations 
commission was set up, with vast powers to collect 
and equally vast powers to find out why Germany 
did not pay. The commission has had a standing 
army of specialists in Germany for four years, 
They have investigated the country from end to 
end, with a view to locating sources from which 
there could be drawn money to meet the repara- 
tions instalments. If they have reported that Ger- 
many cannot pay the total sum demanded that 
fact has yet to be communicated to the public. On 
the contrary, the reparations commission has car- 
ried on and is still carrying on as though it took 


its job seriously. And it is hardly to be supposed | 


that France plunged wildly into the Ruhr district 
risk of war without 
knowing what the commission thought about the 
chances of collecting something worth while. 

It may be that the British Commoners are 
all that has 
been demanded. But there is nothing in the cir- 
cumstances to support that view As yel Ger 
many has not tried to pay anything, nor shown 
that it ever intends to try. Until Germany makes 
such an effort and fails there is no ground upon 
which to assume that the Allied experts have been 


{all wrong and that it cannot work off the whole 


amount. It will be time enough to forgive Berlin 
at the expense of Allied taxpayers when there is 
some evidence that Berlin is really bankrupt 

As to the supposed handicap under which Ger- 


| many is laboring, and the consequent im possi bil- 


ity of the German Government raising money to 
meet its dues, the London Times observes : 


“The last figure shows that Germany's gold produc- 
tion cost in industry is extremely low. In paper marks 
gold has depreciated since 1914 aout 2,000-fold. It fol- 
lows that the gold cost of manufactured goods on 
December 1, 1922, was little more than half that of mid 
1914. The currency depreciation therefore, not 
impaired Germany's ability to compete with the lead- 
ing exporting countries, al! of which, with their high 
exchanges, have much higher gold prices than in 1914." 

The Canadian trade agent at Hamburg gives 
some first hand testimony as to industrial condi- 
tions in Germany, which at least does not suggest 
that the German taxpayer is being ground be- 
tween the mill-stones or that the country is in a 
bad way:
